Regardless ot 
whether or aot it la mada ol hollow 
tile, craoaotad woedan atavaa, eamaat 
suvaa or adttirtMite aoeerata, the si- 
lo must have certain features In or 
der to produce sweet silage of a de- 
sirable kinil.
